Premier Mussolini of Italy in a 
thorough house-cleaning following 
the: loss of Italy’s African empire 
and Axis reverses in Russia, yes- 
terday ousted his foreign minister 
son-in-law, Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
who had held the post since 1936 
and at one time was considered 
Mussolini’s successor as head of 
Fascist Italy. 

Mussolini himself took over the 
foreign ministry, said a Rome 
radio broadcast recorded by the 
Associated Press, and Ciano was 
given only an empty honorary 
position in the Fascist grand 
council.

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Governor Urges. Maintenance_of Present Jax Legislation

Hopes lo Run 


State Without 
Raising Levies 


Arnall Predicts Most of 
' Huge Debt Will Be 
Paid Off. 


Intimating he soon may be call- 
ed upon to exercise his power of 
veto, Governor Ellis Arnall warn- 
ed last night that any legislation 
disturbing the present tax setup 
would meet with his disapproval. 

“I plan to operate the state with 
the instruments the assembly has 
given me without the necessity of 
increasing taxes a single dime,” he 
said in his first radio report on the 
status of the new administration. 

“But I warn those who are striv- 
ing for political privileges, _eva- 
sions and special tax exemptions 
that we cannot operate the state 
with no increased taxes unless we 
leave our present tax laws in ef- 


. fect. 
Lauds Assembly. 

“If revenue is taken away by 
changing tax laws, if taxes are re- 
duced through exemptions, if loop- 
holes are allowed to creep into our 
tax laws, then, of course, we can- 
not finance the state without in- 
creased tax burdens on our peo- 

le.” 
’ Praising the general assembly as 
the finest “group of men and wom- 
en assembled under the dome of 
the capitol,” Arnall said he be- 
lieved it would not agree to change 
the tax laws. 

Several taxation bills, however, 
including one introduced in the 
house yesterday which would im- 
pose a tax of one mill on every 
kilowatt hour of electricity con- 
sumed, are awaiting action by the 
legislature. 

The Governor said he felt “a 
word of caution should be whis- 
pered to those seeking increased 
benefits from state government for 
selected groups. We cannot in- 
crease the benefits without in- 
creasing taxes, so in these times 
we must get along on the money 
we have without seeking increased 
benefits from a heavily strained 
state government. 

Pay Deficit.

“But when this present job of 
giving the people good § govern- 
ment has been completed to the 
best of my ability, I -will be per- 
fectly satisfied to take leave of 
the political arena.”

Bill To Levy 
nergy Tax 


Is Introduced 


Little Chance Given 
Plan To Collect on 
Electricity Sale. 


Working to catch up on minor 
legislation while the senate idled, 
the state house of representatives 
cleaned up a batch of local bills 
yesterday before adjournment for 
the weekend. Speaker Roy Harris 
said he didn’t expect “anything 
important to come up Monday or 
Tuesday.” 

The house received several new 
bills yesterday, one a proposal by 
Representative Casey Thigpen, of 
Glascock county, to place a month- 
ly levy of one mill on each kilo- 
watt hour of electricity sold by 
corporations, individuals and asso- 
ciations. 

Thigpen’s bill was given little 
chance to pass, however, in view 
of Governor Arnall’s campaign 
pledge to fight any increase in tax- 
es. If passed, the measure would 
meam an average cost of 13 cents 
a month to householders. But the 
bill does not say the tax should 
be passed on to the consumer. 

Representatives W. O. Sparks 
Jr., of Towns, and Claud C. Boyn- 
ton, of Union, introduced a bill 
outlawing all commercial fishi g 
in inland waters adjacent the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

A special investigating commit- 
tee of which both were members 
found that fish stock in these wa- 
ters had been nearly depleted by 
commercial fishermen in violation 
of state laws, the sponsors said.

Re-enactment 
Of Work-Fight 
Law Ils Asked 


Act During First War 
Took Men 16-55 Out 
of Idleness. 


Re-enactment “for the duration” 
by the state legislature of the 
“work or fight” law enforced dur- 
ing the first World War for able- 
bodied men between the ages of 
16 and 55 was asked yesterday in 
special presentments by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury. 

The act, which expired at the 
conclusion of the first World War, 
required able-bodied men between 
those ages to be engzged continu- 
ously and regularly in some rec- 
ognized employment. Possession 
of property, income or money suf- 
ficient to support them in idle- 
ness was no defense. Conviction 
of violation was punishable as a 
misdemeanor. 

Only strikers and students were 


exempted from the law’s pro- 
visions, and inability to find work 
was no defense, unless the un- 
employed person secured a cer- 
tificate to that effect from the 
State Commissioner of Labor. 


The grand jury’s_ resolution, 
signed by Malcolm H.-+Fleming, 
foreman, and Henry D. .Morgan, 
secretary, said: 


“Whereas, conditions became 
such during World. War No. l, 
growing out of unprecedented 
loitering and idling and a con- 
sequent increase in crimes of vio- 
lence, that a law was enacted by 
the general assembly, the purpose 
of which was to reduce vagrancy 
and to suppress crime; the same 
appearing in Georgia Laws, 1918, 
pages 277 to 282, inclusive, and 

“Whereas, our country is again 
engaged in a World War of far 
greater proportions, absorbing 
more of the country’s natural re- 
sources and manpower, leaving 
the number of our police and 
peace officers greatly reduced, 
thereby placing our population 
more completely at the mercy of 
criminals, and 

“Whereas, we believe that the 
re-enactment of this law for the 
duratien of the present war and 
for a period of six months after 
the declaration of peace by the 
President of the United States, 
will have a most wholesome ef- 
fect in suppressing cirme and in 
restoring a wholesome morale to 
our people; 

“We, therefore, heartily recom- 
mend the re-enactment of said law 
for the time above specified, and 
respectfully urge the representa- 
tives of this. county and the sena- 
tor of this district to present and 
urge the pessage of such a bill.”

troops at Cyprus. 


“The occupation of Tripolitania 
hag altered,the whole character of 
the war,” he told General Sir Har- 
old Alexander, General Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery, their staff 
officers and thousands of troops 
gathered at Montgomery’s head- 
quarters near here. 


There was a roar of applause 
from the men who were led by 
Montgomery in three cheers for 
the prime minister. 

Arrival Exciting. 

Churchill’s arrival from Cairo 
was dramatic and exciting. He 
was flown across the route of 
Rommel’s retreat and saw for him- 
self the story of the British vic- 
tory in wrecked German and Ital- 
ian planes, tanks, trucks and guns 
still littering the sands _ across 
1,000 miles of wasteland. 

The bomber in which he trav- 
eled was escorted to Castel Benito 
airdrome south of Tripoli by a 
well-known RAF fighter squadron 
whose planes buzzed around the 
big ship in protective sweeps. 

Churchill’s plane circled the 
field in the bright sunshine and 
settled in a perfect landing while 
the fighters roared in the skies 
above. 

The prime minister stepped 
from the plane and was greeted 
by' Alexander and Montgomery. 
He grasped Montgomery’s hand in 
both of his and greeted him warm- 
ly. Senior officers were present- 
ed, including Colonel J. C. Darby 
of the U. S. Ninth Air Force. 

Officers Rush Plane. 

A regiment stood _ stiffly 
guard with fixed bayonets. 
as soon as Churchill’s plane rolled 
to a stop hundreds of airmen and 
officers rushed to surround it and 
get a glimpse of the British leader. 

Wearing the blue uniform of an 
air commodore, Churchill stepped 
from the plane—without his usual 
cigar—and the crowd roared while 
Australians clambered on each 
other’s shoulders to get sight of 
him. 

General Montgomery and Gen- 
eral Sir Alan Brooke, chief of the 
imperial general staff, rode with 
Churchill in an open staff car to 
Montgomery’s headquarters. A 
tank was in front and behind the 
car as the cavalcade moved 
through the airport gates. 

Sees Spoils of War. 

Churchill had a good view at 
the airport of what the army and 
air forces accomplished in chasing 
Rommel from Tripolitania. 

The field was littered with Ital- 
ian and German aircraft, many of 
them abandoned in apparently 
good condition. 

When he arrived at Montgom- 
ery’s headquarters Churchill was 
smoking a cigar.

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Is This Tax Necessary 

None can dissent with the purpose of a bill 
introduced in the lower house of the Georgia 
legislature. That purpose is to make sure that 
places of public amusement such as “theaters, 
restaurants and supper clubs, are absolutely 
safe. The recent horror in a Boston night club 
fire is said to be the inspiration for the Georgia 
bill 

The measure provides for regular inspections 
of such places of amusement by the state fire 
marshal and sets forth regulations as to num- 
ber and type of emergency exits, and other fire 
safety conditions. 

The purpose, as stated, is good, but there 
is one feature of the bill which seems, at first 
glance, unreasonable. That is the five per cent 
tax which the bill would levy on all theater 
admissions, restaurant of night club cover 
charges or service charges of any character. 


Theaters and similar enterprises are already 
heavily burdened by federal taxes, imposed 
because of the urgency of raising revenue for 
war purposes. To place an additional state 
burden of five per cent on their gross receipts 
seems utterly unfair. It is also unnecessary. 

The cost of inspections by the state fire 
marshal, or by any other authority would be 
but a fraction of the revenue such a tax would 
produce. Furthermore, there is no reason why 
the inspecting should not be done by local fire 
fighting officials. In most cities members of 


the local fire department already spend much 


time on inspection work of all sorts of business 
and residential property. It would add but little 
to their work to require them to periodically 
inspect places of amusement to see that fire- 
protection laws.are obeyed. In fact they already 
do this, enforcing obedience to city safety 
ordinances. 4 

We don’t want any repetition of the Boston 
night club holocaust anywhere in Georgia. It 
must be remembered, however, that safety ordi- 
nances for such places are, in all probability, 
more rigid in Boston than in almost any other 
city. In fact Boston safety regulations nave 
been held as a model for other municipalities 
to follow. 

It was not any -weakness in the law that 
caused the Boston horror. It was venality on 
the part of officials who failed in their duty to 


enforce that law. 

By all means, see that every possible safety 
precaution 1s thrown around all amusement 
centers in Georgia. But don't penalize the 
public—who would, of course, pay the tax—by 
adding another burden to the already strug- 
gling taxpayer. The tax is unnecessary; cer- 
tainly it is unreasonably high.

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Let’s Hope Not 

The air is full of rumors and surmises that 
Adolf Schicklegruber, alias Hitler, is dead. It is 
very evident something serious has happened 
inside Germany. Thé complete right-about 
in German propaganda concerning the Russian 
front proves this. 

Hitler did not speak on the tenth anniver- 
sary of his seizure of power. The message, said 
to come from him, did not carry, in its word- 
ing, the impression he had written it. 

Germans have given various explanations

up to strong circumstantial evidence that some- 
thing is far from normal inside Nazidom. 

However, let us very sincerely hope that 
Schicklegruber is alive and, in the Hitlerian 
sense, well. Let us hope he is still the fuehrer, 
the leader, of the Nazi armies, that his word 
is supreme in all military councils and con- 
ferences on strategy. 

For, to be frank, it is much better for the 
United Nations for Hitler’s “intuition” to be 
dictating the movements and- the campaigns 
of the Nazi forces than it would be if the 
trained, experienced and brilliant generals: of 
the Prussian war caste were in supreme com- 
mand.

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“Eat Slowly” : 

Three Canadian naval officers have de- 
veloped a new “emergency ration container” 
which, it is expected, will eventually be adopted 
by all the United Nations. It is intended to 
be made part of the equipment of all life rafts 
and collapsible rubber boats, both for ships and 
for airplanes. It is already in use by the Royal 
Canadian Navy. 1 | 

Seven months of study, laboratory experi- 
ments and hard work were required to perfect 
this ideal emergency ration kit. Among the 
difficulties overcome were the discovery of a 
metal and a water which would neither buckle 
the can, even in temperatures as low as 15 
below zero, nor rust the can no matter how 
long it is kept. 

They also perfected a chocolate ration bar 
which will stand heat up to 212 degrees Fahren- 
heit without melting, a chocolate tablet ration 
which is 70 per cent whole milk, and is palat- 
able. All the foods have been so processed they 
may be sterilized ‘without spoiling. 

A small container, only slightly larger than 
a can of sardines, holds enough food to last a 
man two days, consisting of 12 of the chocolate 
and milk tablets, 12 concentrated biscuits and 
two bars of chocolate. Emptied, this can be- 
comes a drinking cup. In each ration box, in 
addition to eight tins of water, eight tins of 
food and aight. packages of extra ration .food 
in the form of the malted milk tablets, will be 
a supply of chewing gum. 

If survivors of planes lost at sea, of ships 
sunk by submarines, had such emergency 
rations, their lot would be far happier, they 
would be in much better physical condition 
when rescued and few would succumb before 
rescue. 

Incidentally, only one set of instructions is 
printed on the containers. That is the two 
words, “Eat Slowly.” This is imperative because 
of the high content of calories in the food. 

But it is good advice for anyone, any time, 
anywhere. Eat slowly. 
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In the hunt for new foods, a seaweed is 
suggested as having the nutritive properties of 
spinach.

No sooner had some of the rmewspapers 
spoken out about the sudden change in time than 
some solons started talking about repeal of the 
Georgia newspaper libel law. The law, passed 
in 1939, only affords newspapers some protection 
against suits for libel that usually are the re- 
sults of typographical errors or misinformation. 
Anyone libeled still may collect actual damages. 
The act provides that any person suing a news- 
paper for libel must notify the newspaper at least 
five days before instituting action. The plaintiff 
must specify the statements claimed to be false 
and defamatory and must state what he claims to 
be the true fatts. Under the law, the newspaper 
may make a “full and fair correction” within ten 
days after service of the suit notice and this 
correction will exempt the paper from punitive 
damage but not from the collection of actual 
damages, if proven.

This may have been caused by any number 
of reasons. 

There may have been some failure in the 
Rumanian wells... There might have been a 
loss of some of the many synthetic gasoline 
plants known to have been constructed in 
Germany. Smaller sources in other countries 
may have been cut off by sabotage, by bomb- 
ings, by mechanical or source failures. 

Germany needed all she had to keep her 
planes going. 

Whatever it was, one fact remained—Gere 
man air power melted away. It all but dis- 
appeared from the Russian front. It made its 
appearance in force only occasionally in the 
Atlantic areas. The English who bombed Ber- 
lin in a daylight raid a week ago saw only 
an occasional German plane. 

German air power is out of the vr 


Russia. 

There could be other reasons. 

Germany may be in fhe process of producing new models. 
Construction of these planes may have been slowed down or halted 
by the discovery of some major faults. 

But, what Washington hears is that Germany ran into a fuel 
bottleneck almost a year ago and did not have the fuel for ex- 
tensive training plans. They threw all they had into the Russian 
campaign, knowing that if they could reach Russian oil they would 
have solved two problems. They would have new sources of oil. 
They would have staggered their allies and have gained a breathing 
spell in which to train new pilots. 


SUPPORTING ARGUMENT One can make an argument 
out of the known facts to sus- 
tain this report. . | 

Germany did throw a tremendous air attack into Russia when 
the campaign began and moved so successfully on two fronts. 

When the Germans were turned back, there were daily com- 
ments that the air power was not in the air in any strength. 

Later on, when the forces at Stalingrad were encircled. Gere 
many attempted to fly in food and supplies. The Russians claimed 
they shot down 500, an enormous number, of the huge German 
transports, 

Whether they did or not, the fact remains the big planes ceased 
coming in. . 

Even now, as the Russians push on, there is no great air support 
for the Germans. If they do attempt to make a Dunkirk depar- 
ture from the shores of the Sea of Azov, they will be punished 
heavily because of this lack of air support. 

The Russians are not in possession of any great air strength, 
although it seems better than that of the Germans. The Russians 
have the pilots. But not enough planes.

Now he is alarmed because the government has forbidden pleas- 
ure driving in the east in order to conserve gasoline for our soldiers 
in Africa. He thinks it a violation of natural rights and liberties, 
and says we are adopting the methods of Hitler and his Gestapo. 

It is also a violation of rights and liberties when a boy is forced 
to leave home and cross a sub-infested ocean to fight and die in 
Africa or New Guinea. But the drafting of soldiers is sanctioned 
by custom and absolutely necessary to our survival, so Pegler and 
others like him accept it as a necessary evil and make no complaint. 

What riles me is their apparent assumption that civilians. are 
a privileged class who must not share any of the privations of war. 
There is no wrong in depriving a citizen of his rights and liberties 
if he is put in uniform, but if he is unfit for military service and 
remains safely at home, it is tyranny to interfere with his pleasures 
or to make him quit wasting gasoline and rubber, Do you think 
that makes sense? 

There is much confusion and argument about this gasoline re- 
striction, but one of two things must be true. Either it is necessary 
or it is not necessary. 

If it is necessary—and politicians don’t risk such unpopular 
measures unless they must—it is necessary because the boys fight- 
ing for us in Africa need the gasoline; because tankers loaded with 
gasoline are torpedoed; because we can’t get gasoline to the east 
coast in sufficient quantity to supply both pleasure drivers and 
fighting men, and what is given to one must be taken from the other. 

You may call this hooey and refuse to bélieve it, if you are 
selfish enough to consider your own pleasure more important than 
the lives of our soldiers, but kidding yourself won't change facts. 
If the restrictions are necessary, “exercising your rights” means

Every slaughterer selling beef is 
required to make application for 
government grading, according to 
Oscar R. Strauss Jr., regional OPA 
administrator. Each cut must be 
graded and stamped in accordance 
with the standards established by 
the Department of Agriculture and 
priced by grades according to OPA 
provisions of the wholesale beef 
price regulation. 

The regulation makes it a viola-

“We will give 
the farmer as many day-old chicks 
as he thinks he can use, supply 
the feed for them, and if neces- 
sary, we will have an expert chick- 


‘en man to go out and examine 


the chicks for the farmer if they 
become sick. 3 

“When the chickens are full 
grown, we will buy them back 
from ~the farmer at the market 


price, discounting the cost of the 


original day-old chicks and the 
feed, dress them there at 
hatchery, and sell them for him. 
The farmer thus gets all the prof- 
its. 

“The freezing unit may be used 
in connection with the chicken 
raising plan, but it will have many 
other uses,” she went on. “People 
who have Victory gardens may 
rent a locker for-$10 or $14 a year. 
Instead of canning the produce, 
which is costly and nearly impos- 
sible if sugar is needed, they can 
keep it indefinitely in their lock- 
ers, which will be kept at a freez- 
ing temperatures.” 


Lockers Spacious. 


The lockers are each capable of 
holding over 300 pounds of prod- 
uce, and, according to Mrs. Hud- 
son, “people can come to them 
just like they would their own 
refrigerator.” 

Guy Rutland, president of the 
Chamber, estimated the cost of the 
hatchery, dressing facilities and 
freezing units at approximately 
$100,000. He predicted a $600,000-

You should be able to pass that 
test without straining. But if you 
can’t, get busy with the stretch- 
bend exercises that will recondi- 
tion your muscles.

U. S. Will Underwrite 
Growing Products 


Needed for War. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(4)— 
Secretary Wickard announced. to- 
day that the Agriculture Depart- 
ment had established a $200,000,- 
000 wartime food production loan 
program under which the govern- 
ment will assume losses from crop 
failures on products needed for 
the war. 

Farmers planting designated 
crops may borrow funds to cover 
planting, cultivating and harvest- 
ing. They will be obligated to re- 
pay only to the extent of the value 
of the crops produced. 

In event of a complete failure, 
the loan will be canceled. 

Crops on which the loans are 
offered include those involving 
high production risks or which 
farmers would not otherwise 
grow. Loans will be made by the 
county agricultural war boards 
from funds provided by the re- 
gional Agricultural Credit Corpo- 
ration. 

The crops include: 

Soy beans for beans, flax for 
seed or fiber, peanuts, potatoes 
where the farm goal is three acres 
or more, sweet potatoes on farms 
having set goals, American-Egyp- 
tian cotton, hemp for seed or fi- 
ber, dry beans and peas, castor 


beans, tomatoes, snap -beans, lima
